A, He muft be very Ignorant of the Scripture, 
that denies there are any ftated Forms of Prayer 
prefcribed in it. For Aaron and his Sons have a 
certain Form prefcribed to them for Bleffing the 
People. (Numb. 6. 23.) Another is Dictated to the 
Ifraclites, (Hor. 14. 2, 3) Another tothe Priefts, 
(Foe! 2. 17.) The gteareft pare of the P/a/ms of 
David are no other than ttated Forms of Publick 
Prayer, and as {uch were ufed by the Fewi/h 
Church, as may be feen, 2 Chron. 29. 30. The 
Hymn of Mofes for the Ifraelites Victory over Pha- 
raoh became alfo a part of the Fews/)) Liturgy of 
which notwithftanding ‘ome part was compoled by 
Men not Divinely Intpired, but yetasmuch Aurho. 
rized and ufed amongft them asthe Reft. For feveral 
Leained Men agree that in the Lords Prayer our 
Saviour borrowed fome Sentences from the Liturgy 
of the Synago. ue, which is a plain Argument of his 
approving and Autkorizing Human Compoficions 
in Publick Liurgies. And that the Lords Prayer 
lelf was detigned for a ftated Form of Prayer to 
the Church, 1s plain both from the Manner of our 
Saviour: preicribing i, faying, Woen ye Pray, fay, 
Que Facher, &c, and from the Occafion of it, 
Which was the Ditciples Kequefting hun to Teach 
them to Prey, as Joan Taughke be Difciples, Luke 
Ht. 2 where it canmat be {wppoled that the Dil. 
“ines were [gnorins how to Pray, there Requeft 
inere.ore m it be, char Chr ft woud give them his 


particular Form, as it was Cuftomary for the 
Fewi/le Doors to do to their Difciples. And that 
that this Form was actually ufed by the Apoitles 
in their Congregations, Tertullian in his Apology, 
and others Teftity, In thort as the Fews had their 
Songs of Mofes, David and the reft, fo the Church 
of Chrift has from the Beginning ufed both thefe 
and betices them others ot the like Nature, a$ the 
Hymn of the Virgin Maiy, of Zachary and of Sime- 
on. The Liturgies cf fome of the Apoftles and 
Primitive Fathers ufed by the Greck and Latin 
Churches are ftill Exrant, of which there have been 
Collections made by a great many late Writers, 
Neither was there ever any Diipute abour rhe 
Lawfulnels of ftated Forms of Prayers fo much 
Authorized both by Scripture and rhe Conftanr 
Practice of theChurch inal! Ages till the Rife of tome 
Modern En hutiafts; who by leaving them off have 
given a plain Demonitration of theNeceffity of chem, 
as proving by their own daily Praétice the Abii dti- 
ty of Extemporary Prayers in Publick, in which 
they themlelves (tho’ pretending to be directed by 
the Spirit of God) do not avoid being frequently 
Guilty of Nonfenfe, Inconfiftency, Impiety and 
even Bla{phemy.

A. Ic wou'd lock like an Affectauion of too mach 
Subtihty, fhowd we pretend co diftinguith what 
Natural Qualifications are Requifiie to Form @ 
good Lawyer, and what a Phyfician, or whether 
there are greater Diffialces in atcaining the one 
Profetfiun tham the other. It wili be fafficient 
therefore in geceral, to oblerve thts: Diftin@ion as 
to their Natural Faculties, fz. Thar'a Lawyer be 
a Perfon naturally Qualified with 4 Promiptnefs of 
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E'ocution ami a Graceful Manner of Speaking, in 
warcng of-which be may ncotwithftanding be a 
pood Puyfician, but we think 2 good Lawyer, at 
jeaft a good Pleacer he cannot be, All his prepa- 
ratory Studies fhou'd principally regard the Ime 


provement of thisfagiiry. And when being thus: 


accompiithed he catets pon the Profeffion itfelf, 
the be ft Introduction to it will be to inquire into 
the Natural Foundations of Equity as delivered by 
Grotius, Puffenderf, &c. from which he may derive 
fuch Maxims of Reafon as by a dilcerning Judg- 
ment may be eafily applied vo all Cafes ; which 1s 
certainly more rational than the confufed and pre- 
poftGrogs' way thae. is dive 4 taken, of begin- 
nihg wrh fome {mall Abftract of the Common 
Law of England, and then without any other pre- 
paration proceed immediately to turning over Re- 
ports and Cafes. And this we take to be the chief 
Reafon why the law is Condemned by moft as a 
dry, obleure,. confuled, irrational and knotty 
Study. Wheréas all other Sciences wou'd be the 
tame if the Principles of them were not firft known, 
As tothe views of Intereft and Ambition it -muft 
be owned that the Profeffion of Law has very 
much che advantage of Phyfick. For nor only 
more and greater Eftates have been gained by the 
Law, bur here are infinitely more Offices, Digni- 
ties and Honor, that attend it; and tt is truly ob- 
ferved that a great pare of the Nobiliry of this 
Nation owe their Advancement to this Profeffion. 
Befides, the Practice of Phyfick has of late Years 
been fo much invaded by Qaacks and Pretenders, 
thar but very few of its Liberal Profeffors meet 
with Surable Encouragement from it.

Surrender of both ; On Sunday laft the Duke of 
Marlborough came to Tournay, and had feveial 
Conferences with the Deputies of the States Gene 
ral : ‘Tis Advifed from Bruffels, that 6 Regiments 
which are in Garrifon in that place have received 
Orders to hold themfelves in a readinels to March 
to the Army; The French Reintorced the Garri- 
fons of Valenciennes, Arras, Cambray, Ypres, 
Bethune and fome others, which fhews that they 
do not intend to Venture a Bartle with the Allies. 


London, June the 21ft. On Monday in the At 
ternoon arrived nere Collonei Panton from Fland- 
ers, being fent Exprefs by the Duke of Marlbc- 
rough, with the agreeable News that tie Town 
of Doway and Fort Surrender’d to the Allies on 
Friday the 27th Inftant, and delivered up that Day 
one of the Gates; the Garrifon is allowed to 
March out with the ufual Marks of Honor.
